This interview is being conducted in my police vehicle, which is located on Maryland

Q. Actually it was on the, the evening of the, of the 12 th .

A. So as I was crossing the street from the 7-Eleven, across Reno, to the Athletic Club, 
the guy ran up to me and saying, you know, he wants to talk to me about finding this 
street. So as I waved him off I kept walking up Reno so he got upset because I 
didn’t wanna talk to him and so he kept yelling, cursing at me and whatever, you 
know, he said well fuck you and I said well fuck you back and by the time I got up 
to the next apartment, on the left side of Reno, this guy went to hjs pants and he 
pulled something and I thought maybe it was gun and I turned around and I looked 
for a place to duck because I thought he was gonna shoot me or something. And 
as I turned around and tried to duck somewhere I heard a shot. 

Q. Did he say anything before he shot? 

A. Yeah he told me to fuck myself and I said fuck you and he said fuck me back. . 

Q. Oh, okay. 

A. So he pulled out a gun and he shot and, urn, so I walked through the complex. I 
walked through this apartment complex because I didn’t know if this guy was 
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following me or behind me or whatever. So as I came out, exit the other side of the 
complex, I saw this officer coming through. 

Q. The officer that you, okay, go ahead, I'm sorry. 

A. I saw the officer’s patrol car coming through so I flagged it down and he made a U- 
turn and he came back to talk to me and I told him what had happened that this guy 
had pulled out a gun and he shot. 

Q. The officer that you flagged down, urn, was he a white officer or black white? 

A. A white officer. 

Q. Okay. Um, and was he the only one in the patrol car? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. And, and he was in uniform, correct? 

A. He was in uniform. 

Q. Okay. And, okay, so then you, you flagged him down up here and you told him 

what had happened. 

A. And so I told him what had happened and, um, he took my ID and, um, he said well 
stand here until I get back and he wanted, I guess he came back up to see if he 
could see this guy cause he wanted me to identify him if he could of picked him up.

So when the officer left I just 
continued my home and as I got to the corner of Reno and Tamarus, two patrol cars 
pulled up and, um, you know, I guess they did their little routine and thought l was, 
ah, fit the description of the, ah, suspect. So they questioned me and, ah, and they 
just said well okay you fit the description of the guy. So they left and I just went on 
home. 

Q. Okay. When you and the officer were standing back behind that apartment complex 
the second time and you heard the two gunshots.

The following is the transcription of a tape-recorded interview conducted by Detective G. 
Sherwood, P# 3676, LVMPD Homicide Section, on August 13, 2002, at 0100 hours. 


Q. Operator, this is Detective G. Sherwood, p-number 3676, conducting a taped 
interview with Officer Brooke, B-R-O-O-K-E, Lavin, L-A-V-l-N, p-number 7049. This 
interview is being conducted as part of an ongoing investigation involving an 
attempt murder of a police officer that occurred on 8-12 of 2002 under event 
number 020812-2985. Location of occurrence is 5090 South Maryland Parkway, 
uh, in front of the Las Vegas Athletic Club. Time of call was 2300 hours. Persons 
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present during this interview are myself, Detective G. Sherwood, Metro Homicide, 
uh, Officer Brooke Lavin, p-number 7049, and PEAP representative T. Harmon, 
Sergeant, p-number 3096. This interview is being conducted at University Medical 
Center. Date and time of this interview is 8-13-02 at 0115 hours. Uh, first of all, 
Brooke, do you understand that, uh, this interview is being tape-recorded? 

A. Yes, I do. 

Q. And with that in mind, do you wish to continue with the interview? 

A. Yes, I do. 

Q. Okay. Um, you were at work tonight, which is - er, last night, which was 8-12-2002, 
at approximately 2300 hours. Uh, you were in the area of Maryland Parkway and 
Reno when you received information about a person with a gun in the area, is that 
correct? 

A. Uh, I was at Tropicana and Eastern when I was dispatched to a call that made us 
aware of a subject in the area with a gun. 

Q. Okay. And if you would, in your own words, uh, kinda tell me exactly what 
happened during the, the next few minutes and during the course of the event. 

A. Okay, um, at Tropicana and Eastern, I was dispatched there... to, uh, 3-Henry-1 
which was held by a citizen which advised 'em of a subject that had shot one round 
into the air. Uh, and was given a description. So she dispatched me up there, and 
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I headed westbound up Reno. Um, got up to Reno and was told to ATL the area. 
So I started going around the area. I drove around, uh, up to the Parks apartments 
since they possibly could’ve run that way. I drove through there, it checked 
negative. Came back onto Maryland Parkway. Drove eastbound down Reno. Um, 
I was dri - as I was driving eastbound on Reno, I was heading towards Escondido, 
and I stopped there with 3-Henry-1, the unit that went out with the actual person 
reporting. And, uh, I interviewed the person that.... had saw the subject. And, uh, 
I asked him if he actually saw a gun, and he said no. And I said, “Well, what did the 
guy say to you?” And he said, uh, “He said he wanted, he asked me for a street 
name.” And the individual said, “I don't want anything to do with you. I don’t want 
anything to do with this.” You know. “I just wanna get outta here." And as he went 
to turn around, he said that he saw the suspect put his hand into his pants and at 
that time, he had turned around and walked the opposite direction. He heard one 
shot fired into the air. He said he didn’t even believe he was shot at or anything. 
And then the subject said something along the lines of, “Well, that’ll make you get 
outta here now, bitch.” Um, he then contacted the officer, and, and told him about 
the situation. He didn’t know which way the guy had gone. He just said that he 
may have run into the Park apartments. So I updated the information to dispatch, 
letting them know that, uh, no gun was actually seen. He didn’t see the guy point 
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the gun at him or anything like that. He just heard one shot and never saw 
anything. Um, at that time, I turned back around and I went westbound up Reno. 
And that’s when I ran into Steve Novier. We stopped and talked fora second, and 
he said, “Meet me over in the 7-Eleven parking lot.” So both of us drove over to the 
7-Eleven parking lot and parked on the north side of 7-Eleven. And, um, my car 
was facing west, his car was facing east. We were talking about the actual crime, 
if there, there was a crime committed, if the guy had pointed the gun or anything. 
And I was updating Steven on what the, the P/R had said. Um, Steve then received 
a phone call from 3-Henry-1, the officer which was out there with the victim. And 
the officer wanted to know what to do. If he should, you know, start a check on 
some type of crime that he didn’t know of. Steve said there was actually no crime 
actually committed since the guy didn’t see the gun or it wasn’t pointed at him, but 
to go ahead and take the guy's information, and we would let him know, you know, 
we need to ATL the area and let him know if we found the guy and if, you know, 
anything came of it. Um, Steven then got off the phone, and that’s when I heard 

Brian go out on a possible in front of, uh.the Las Vegas Athletic Club. Whether 

he went out or I heard, I heard Brian going out there, and simultaneously went into 
a 416. 

Q. And - just let me interrupt for a second. Brian is Officer Briggs? 
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A. Officer Briggs, yes. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Um, he was on the west side of the Las Vegas Athletic Club, so he was right off of 
Maryland Parkway. Um, simultaneously went out and, and heard a fight come out. 
So I immediately pulled out of the driveway of 7-Eleven, pulled diagonal across 
Reno, which is right next to the Athletic Club. As I hit the corner, I heard 
approximately six shots fired. I turned around the corner. I saw a subject running 
on the east side of the road towards the, uh, bus stop which is right in front of the 
Las Vegas Athletic Club. There was probably five or six other subjects there. Um, 
I pulled my car right up behind Brian’s, probably twenty-to-thirty feet away from his 
car. He was standing in between. Steve Novier pulled up on the right-hand side, 
got out of his car. Both of us pulled our guns out. There was a subject standing at 
the rear of .... uh, Officer Briggs’ car. Both of us drew down on him. Brian then 
turned around and had his arms wide open, and he turned around and faced me 
and said,... “I’ve been hit. I’ve been hit.” (Voice breaking) He was trying to get a 
suspect description out to me, but he couldn’t really say much. I holstered and 
Steve went on, heading northbound. And I grabbed Brian up underneath his arms, 
and I walked him over to the front of my car, and he was trying to tell me what the 
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guy looked like. He was getting, you know, “Six-foot-one.dark clothing, dark 

sunglasses,” and that was the guy that was running northbound when I came 
around the corner. And I held Brian up on the front of my car, and, uh, he wouldn’t 
sit down inside my car. And I kept trying to get him to sit down inside, and .... I got 

on the radio and told dispatch that, you know, we needed medical en route_, we 

had an officer that was shot in the head. And, uh, I can’t remember if I gave a 
suspect description at that time or not. What Brian was telling me, Brian was getting 
out the guy was six-foot, and you know, telling me over and over again. Then he 
said he wanted to take his gun off. He wanted to take everything off. He wanted 
to get his belt off. So I finally convinced him to sit in the pa - in the driver’s seat of 
my car. And then walked him around. And he sat in the car and started taking off 
all his gear. We took everything off. And got his shirt off. Urn, and that was when 
I saw the bullet hole in his shirt. And we took that off, and he said he wanted to take 
his vest off too, so we took his vest off. And put the shirt on the left side of his head 
where the bullet had gone by. And, uh, held that on his head. And he, uh, he just 
sat there and kept talking to me. And, and... minutes passed by. I mean there was 
police cars everywhere, and we just waited for an ambulance. And that was when 
they finally showed up and I just sat there with Brian. I ta - I talked to Sergeant 
Naegele and told him to secure everything, the car and everything. And Sergeant 
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Naegele said go with him to the hospital. And that was when the ambulance 
arrived, and ... we got in the ambulance. 

Okay. And when this incident occurred, uh, were you working a marked patrol unit? 
Yes, l was. 

What unit were you? 

1-John-14, 

And what area command and squad are you in? 

Urn, Southeast Area Command, squad 13. 

And you were dressed as you are now when you were out there? Standard LVMPD 
summer attire? 

Yes, I was. 

Okay. And what's your date of hire? 

My date of hire is 2001. 

Okay. Um, when you saw the suspect, was it consistent with the description that, 
uh, Officer Briggs gave you? 

Yes, it was. 

So six-feet, a hundred and ... how much would you say? 
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A. He was medium build. Uh, he was actually running away from me, so I didn't get 
thefrontview. He was running away towards the... bus stop. So he wasthin-to-medium. 
Q. And you said that, uh, you heard approximately six shots? 

A. Approximately six. 

Q. Okay. And were they rapid succession or were (both talking) there breaks? 

A. They were rapid. No, they were, they were rapid. 

Q. Okay. And you also said that, uh, at one point during the incident, you drew your 
weapon but did not fire it, is that correct? 

A. No, I did not fire my weapon. I did draw it. 

Q. And your weapon was counted down by CSA Pease? And it's found to be fuliy 
loaded, is that correct?

Q. R-A-R-O, P#3079, and Detective John Mikolainis (M-l-K-O-L-A-l-N-l-S), P#1511. 
This interview is being conducted in my police vehicle on Maryland Parkway a short 
distance north of the Athletic Club. Today’s date is 08-13-2002. Time now is 0048 
hours. Okay, Officer Baker, you understand that this interview is being tape 
recorded? 

A. Yes I do. 

Q. Okay. And that’s fine with you? 

A. Yes sir.

As I 
reached up to get out the suspect had freed himself and he, ah, raised up, fired one 
shot, I believe, right at me and he was within four feet.

It was like he was on the sidewalk about, 
like how we’re positioned here so at that point he fired a round and, ah, right at me 
and then he ran back to where he was behind the B post of my vehicle. Briggs was 
then backing up, um, southbound, away from the suspect.

A. He was, ah, approximately 6 foot tall, 180 to 195 pounds. Um, thin build wearing 
a black shirt and light colored pants. And I’m guessing he had, I’m, he had longer 
styled hair. Not long but maybe even in braids but I’m, I’m not 100% sure on that 
either. 

Q. What was the race? 

A. He was a black male. 

Q. Okay. Could you tell about how old he was? 
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A. 22 to 26 area. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Once again I mean, I, I didn't get that good of a look at him. 

Q. Okay. If you saw him again would you be able to identify him? 

A. Possibly. 

Q. Okay. Ah, so when you drove away you, he was pointing the gun at you and 
because of his position you felt like you couldn’t defend yourself at that point. 

A. I, there, there was no way to defend myself at that point due to the, the, ah, citizens 
that were in the area. The back drop was horrible and, ah, and his position there 
was no way I could get an accurate shot off and, and it’s just not worth anybody 
that's standing around to get injured. 

Q. Did you hear any other shots as you were driving, ah, southbound? 

A. Not that I know of. 

G. Okay. How far did you go? 

A. I went down to Reno, which is just a short distance, and then went eastbound and 

back up behind the Athletic Club to see if I could head this subject off. At that point 
I saw him traveling eastbound through some trees and cars into the, into the 
complex. 

Q. When you say the complex, what complex is that? 
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A. It’s the Camelot, ah, ah, apartment complex. It’s like 5008 but it goes in several 
numbers down through there all the way up to, I think, 5024 or something like that. 
Q. Okay. And that’d be directly east of the Athletic Club. 

A. Directly east, yes. 

Q. Okay. And, ah, you said that he ran eastbound through the alley on the north end 
of the, the Athletic Club. 

A. Between. 

Q. Between the liquor store and the club, right? 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. Okay. What hand did he have the gun in? 

A. I think he had it, ah, I think he was holding it with both hands. Like almost in a, ah, 
in, ah, a weaver type stance. I mean it was, he knew what he was doing with a gun. 
Q. Okay. Do, do you remember which gun he was, was his dominant or which hand 
was the dominant? 

A. I don’t, I don’t. 

Q. Okay. And, ah, so as you were driving, so you were driving southbound in the 
northbound lanes? 

A. I just cut crossed, basically, to diagonal_(Both talking at the same time.) 

Q. No I mean after, after he fired at you and was pointing the gun. 
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A. Oh, yeah. 

Q. You just took off. 

A. Southbound. Yeah, just to get out of his immediate area. 

Q. Okay. And then that’s when you made the left hand turn onto Reno? 

A. Right. 

Q. And as you’re doing that you saw him turning in the alley? 

A. Yeah I, as I made the turn I seen him running eastbound, ah, parallel to me. 

Q. Okay. Did you see where Officer Briggs was? 

A. He was running backwards, southbound, and advising dispatch that there had been 

shots fired. 

Q. Okay. Did you know if he’d been hit at all? 

A. I had no idea. 

Q. Then, were there any officers that arrived at that time? 

A. Several. 

Q. So there were officers arriving as this was all going on? 

A. Yeah there was officers actually at the, ah, 7-Eleven located at 5010 or 5110, I 
believe it is. It’s something like that, at the 7-E!even. 

Q. This 7-Eleven that you’re, that you’re pointing at is the one on the, be the southeast 
corner of Reno and Maryland Parkway. 
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A. Yes sir. 

Q. Okay, ah, were they there, do you know why they were there? 

A. I have no idea. 

Q. Do you know why they were there? 

A. I have no idea. 

Q. Do you know who they were? 

A. I think one was Officer Novier, who is, ah, call sign is 685A and a female officer, um, 
Lavin, Brook Lavin, and she was 1J14. 

Q. Okay. And, ah, were they responding or what, do you know what they were doing? 

A. I really don’t know what, what they were doing and I, and I don’t even know, I can’t, 

at that point I didn’t know it was them. I knew it was afterwards. 

Q, Okay. You just noticed there were some cars over there. 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. And you went into the parking lot of the Camelot Apartments? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And I guess you drove north from Reno? 

A. Yeah directly behind the Athletic Club and I went northbound. 

Q. Okay. Did there come a time when you parked your vehicle and stopped or, or quit 
pursuing this guy. 
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A. Ah, yes. I stopped my car and then I proceeded, ah, I got on the radio to let, ah, 
dispatch know that he was eastbound through the complex and about then a couple 
other officers arrived and I went back up to, ah, check the welfare of my partner. 
Q. Okay. Did you drive your car or did you walk? 

A. No I walked. 

Q. Okay so your car is now parked where you left it originally? 

A. Yes sir. Yes sir. 

Q. Okay. 

A. All the windows are up. 1,1 secured it at, at that point. 

Q. Okay. Did, did you realize that one of the windows was shot out? 

A. I had no idea. 

Q. Okay. So you didn’t even- 

A. No I had no idea. 

Q. Okay. When did you actually realize that one of the windows on your vehicle had 
been shot out. 

A. As I got out of my vehicle. 

Q. Okay. And, ah, did you set up, help set up a perimeter or did you do anything like 
that or were you just worried about Officer Briggs? 
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A. No, um, Novier was, ah, taking care of the perimeter, I believe, and, ah, I went up 
to see if Briggs was okay at that point and then I let dispatch know that my vehicle 
had also been hit. 

Q. Okay. 

A. But! didn’t know for I guess maybe an hour or so that, that I had actually been hit 
in the shoulder_(Both talking at the same time.) 

Q. So when you initially briefed the Homicide Detectives you hadn’t realized that your 
uniform had been hit. 

A. Yeah I had no idea. No idea. 

Q. Okay. John, did you have anything? 

JM. Yeah, ah, could be go back after to where you came across Maryland Parkway to 
come up towards the bus stop. 

A. Yes. 

Q. Now did you exit your vehicle, ah, before the suspect was shooting at you? 

A. I was attempting to exit it. I was- 

Q. So you had the door open 

A. I, I don’t even know if I got it open. I, it, I don’t believe so. I don't believe I ever got 
it open. 

Q. Okay. And the other, other officer was where? 
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A. He was outside his vehicle in, in the physical altercation with this subject. 

Q. Okay and that’s when you were getting shot at? 

A. Moments after. I, I heard the, the three definite rounds go is when I realized that, 
that there was shots being fired but I, like I said, I didn’t know who was shooting. 
Q. Okay. And then at that point you actually sped off, is that correct? 

A. Not until after he came up and, and 
Q. Was right next to you, 

A. shot at me at a point blank range. 

Q. Okay. Now when you sped off, did you go down Reno and go behind Camelot or 
did you come back down Maryland Parkway? 

A. No I went straight southbound, in the northbound lane, past 5090 and went 
eastbound on Reno just a short distance and then came back northbound behind 
the Athletic Club at 5090 S. Maryland. 

Q. Okay. And did, did you ever loose contact with the suspect? 

A. I did. When he went through the, ah, the vehicles and the trees that are located in 

the complex is when I lost sight of him. 

Q. Okay and that’s when you came to a stop in the back of the parking lot? 

A. Right. 

Q. Okay. Did you see him, ah, after you got out of the vehicle? 
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A. [ didn’t 

Q. You did not see him at all. Do you have any idea if he ran into an apartment or 
anything? 

A. No idea. 

Q. Okay. Anybody come back, back to you and tell you that there’s somebody in his 

apartment that doesn’t belong or anything like that? 

A. No, nobody said anything to me. 

Q. Okay. And did you ever remove your weapon and shoot at anybody? 

A. No I never fired any rounds. 

Q. Okay. I have no other questions. 

RW. Is there anything you wanted to add to this statement? 

A. No, nothing else. 

Q. Pat? Okay. That’s gonna conclude the interview. The same persons are present.

The following is the transcription of a tape-recorded interview conducted by DETECTIVE 
D. TREMEL, P# 2038, LVMPD HOMICIDE Detail, on 08-19-02 at 1135 hours. Also 
present is DETECTIVE K. HARDY, P# 3031, LVMPD HOMICIDE Detail. 

Q: This will be a tape recorded voluntary statement under Event number 020812-2985. 

Subject: Attempt Murder on a Police Officer. This interview is being conducted by 

Detective D. Tremel, P#2038, Detective K. Hardy, P#3031. The date is 8-19 of‘02 

at 1135 hours. Location’s the Homicide Office, 6753 West Charleston. Person 

being interviewed is Officer Brian Briggs, B-R-l-G-G-S, P#6201. He’s employed as 
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a police officer with the Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department currently 
assigned to the Southeast Area Command, Squad #34 which is the swing shift. 
Officer Briggs, are you aware this interview is being tape recorded? 

A: Yes I am. 

Q: Okay. Currently you are assigned as a uniformed police officer, Southeast Area 

Command, is that correct? 

A: Yes it is. 

Q: And on the evening of August 12 th , 2002, you were working uniform capacity, is that 

correct? 

A: Yes it is. 

Q: Okay. Driving a black and white patrol vehicle? 

A: Yes. 

Q: Tell us a little bit about, uh, the call that took you to the area of Maryland Parkway 

and Reno on that evening. 

A: Um, Officer Packe who was on my squad was working as 3 Henry 1. Called out 

that he had been hailed down by a citizen on Reno just east of Maryland Parkway 
and that he was gonna be out with him. Um, he then came across the air stating 
that he had a possible 415A in the area. 

Q: A 415A is? 
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A: Being a shooting call. 

Q: Okay. 

A: Um, he, at that time, asked for more units so 1 assigned myself to the call. Um, 

headed down in the area. Uh, Officer Packe then came across the radio and gave 
a brief description of a black male wearing dark clothing. Um, stated that his P/R 
was waiting on Reno and gave his name and then he was gonna go over and ATL 
the area. So, at that time, I advised Officer Packe that I was already in the area and 
that he can go ahead back to his victim and I would ATL the area. So I drove 
through, uh, Camelot Shopping Center which is right there, 5006 South Maryland 
Parkway and all the area of Reno and the Parkway. Um, a couple other units were 
also assigned to the call. They drove through. I wound up over by the Bubbles Car 
Wash which is on Tropicana just east of Maryland Parkway. Uh, sort of behind the 
apartments. And I was, our, I was asking the people over there, “Hey, how long you 
been out here doing your car? Have you been here a while?” I talked to a couple 
couples, said they’d been out there 35,40 minutes. I asked them if they had heard 
anything that they believed to be a gunshot in the area and they said no. Um, I 
advised dispatch of this over the air. I then advised dispatch that I was gonna keep 
ATLing the area. Um, about that time, Officer Lavin came across the air stating that 
the P/R didn't see a gun and just heard a loud noise. And no one else in the area 
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had heard anything. Uh, I then drove over to where Officer Packe was with the P/R 
and, uh, we were going over his call, asked him what he had. And kind of seen 
what he could do or whatnot. And, uh, he had also advised me that he was on 
Maryland Parkway right near when this supposedly happened. And he hadn't even 
heard anything. So, um, at that time I cleared, I was driving through, uh, I’d gone 
in the Camelot Park Apartments off the Reno entrance and I was heading north. 
I then proceeded to go in through Camelot Shopping Center still heading north 
through the parking lot and I got to Pug's Pub. Then I proceeded west to go out 
onto Maryland Parkway. As I was exiting, um, the shopping center at 5006 South 
Maryland Parkway, I looked down at the bus bench and I had, uh, seen a black 
male wearing sunglasses. A later update stated there was, the subject that was 
given the description of was possibly wearing sunglasses. At that time I lit him up 
with my spotlight. Subject just sat on the bus bench, didn’t move, didn’t do 
anything. Didn’t try to avoid me or anything at that time. So I kind of, was going 
through the thought process, well, maybe he’s just trying to lay low if this is him 
'cause he’s not running right now. So I said, well, let me get a little closer and see 
what happens. So I proceeded to turn southbound on Maryland Parkway and as, 
I shut my spotlight off and turned out, started heading south. As I got in front of the 
bus bench, I lit him up again from the southbound travel lanes. Right. I actually 
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probably was in the turn lane in the center there. Um, I seen the subject fiddling 
with his pockets. He actually looked like, um, like he was reaching and throwing 
behind him. And at that time I kind of thought he might be ditching some dope out 
of his pockets behind the bus bench. Just sat there. Um, noticed that the bus 
bench was crowded. Noticed several of the people, um, from the area that I've 
taken to jail numerous times were sitting on the bus bench. There was a white 
female standing up in front of him talking to him. There were, uh, a couple 
gentlemen sitting behind the bus bench. So I flipped my light off again. And I got 
up to Reno, 1 turned around, I advised dispatch that I was gonna be out on him, on 
a possible in front of the Athletic Club at the bus bench. Rolled up, as I rolled up, 

I hit him with the spotlight again. He was holding a plastic bag in his hand. So I felt, 
well, you know, maybe he’s got a gun, he’s got it in the bag or something. So I kind 
of, it was a white plastic bag so I could kind of see what was in it. Didn’t see 
anything. Um, he didn’t get up. And kind of, my thought process now was that kind 
of he’s not really reacting like he did anything. He’s just kind of hanging out on the 
bus bench waiting for me, you know. So I get out of the car like I usually do. I kind 
of just wait a second and kind of get a grasp of who’s doing what, who’s moving, 
kind of, check out what was there. There was so many people on the bus stop that 
I was trying to get an eyeball on everybody, kind of see who was who and what 
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anybody was doing. Um, he appeared to be talking to the female. He did have like 
an agitated type look on his face. Um, and so I walked out. I was probably about, 
I’m guessing, if I can recall, about 10 to 15 feet back from him. And my car was a 
couple feet off the curb and I was trying to get myself room to work in the street 

when I got him_over to the car. When I initially approached, I, I walked past 

my car, got in front of my car but I stayed out in the street. When I initially 
approached him, I bladed off to him. Um, I, uh, told him, I said, “Sir, I need to speak 
to you for a second. Can you come stand in front of my car?” And I pointed over 
to my car. And he kind of just leaned forward and he said, “Well, what’s up?" And 
I said, “Well, I just need to talk to you for a second." And he kind of started fidgeting 
around and stuff. And I said, you know, “I just need to talk to you for a second.” But 
he wouldn’t get up. He wouldn’t do anything. So at this time I start, I'm taking him 
as a no person and I’m gonna have to put him in front of the car like we’re, you 
know, told. So I start closing a little bit of distance on him and then he stands up 
and he’s facing me at this time. I told him, I said, “Sir, I need you to come step in 
front of my car so! could talk to you.” And he kind of looks north down the Parkway 
and my car was south of us. And kind of thinking, okay, he's gonna try walking off 
on me. So I start closing in more distance. As I’m coming up on the curb to step 
up onto the sidewalk, he starts to mess around his pockets like stick his hands in 
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his pocket. And I said, “Listen, take your hands out of your pockets. Don’t be 

reaching in your pockets.” And he starts putting his hands in his pockets_. I 

said, “Take your fucking hands out of your pockets.” And he, and 1 go to grab his 
arms and when I do that, he blades off to me showing me just his left side and 
reaches deep into his pockets. So, at that time I grabbed him from behind and 
throw him in a bear hug. Urn, he was squirming a lot. I wasn’t having too much 
problem keeping him under control at that time. Um, not knowing, I knew she had 
sent another unit to back me initially. Not knowing how far out they were, I, you 
know, I had seen the unit earlier in the air but I didn’t know where they were at the 
present time. So, I decided to call that it was a 416. So I released with my right 
hand, reached up to my shoulder mike and called that, “I’m in a 416.” As I reach 
back around, I hook him and I kind of put my face to his back. I seethe gun coming 
out sideways. 

Q: Which hand did he have- 

A: He had the gun in his right hand. 

Q: Right hand. 

A: So, at that given point and time, I knew 1 had all the people, all the people were still 

in the bus bench and I could see them out of the corner of my eyes. And I also 
knew that he already had a drop on me. So I had to gain control of the gun before 
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I did anything. Um, so first thing I did is I reached over him. I remember grabbing 
right towards where the cylinder was. I knew it was a revolver. Um, I remember 
seeing a front sight on the, on the barrel. And it looked like it had a similar look in 
front side but it was underneath the barrel. And I could see the cylinder coming out. 
And it was coming out where I could just like look at the side of the gun. So I, I was 
like I got to get to the gun because he’s already got a drop on me. And I’ve got to 
get control. Reached down, grabbed the gun. We started fighting over the gun. 
And, uh, first shot goes off, I kind of hesitate, um, I realize I hadn’t been hit. Uh, I 
was trying to gain control of the gun again and he was moving the gun, he was 
trying to point it at me. And he was moving it so fast, I remember his hand is just 
moving really fast. And I kept slapping at — And at the same time I, I wanted to 
get to my gun but I kept pulling on his right side ‘cause I was keeping the gun out 
of my face. He was keeping his right side from being able to cross over to me. And 
we were kind of shifting on the bus bench. So I kept pulling and slapping at the 
gun. Second round goes off. When the second round goes off, I, after the bang, 

I hear a poof and I see like smoke, looked like dust. Um, not realizing, I’m guessing 
that’s when I got hit in the chest. I didn’t, I didn’t feel it. So I’m like, okay, still not 
hit. I was thinking_"You've got to get to your gun, you've got to get to your 


gun, you've got to get off this guy but you need to have your gun out. He’s already

got a drop on you. Get to your gun. You're probably gonna take a hit but get your 
gun out. You’ve got to get to your gun. You’ve got to let go of that shoulder." 
Same time I kept seeing all the people so I knew I had to be fairly close to him 
because I didn’t want to just get in a, a gun battle in the bus bench ‘cause 
everybody was still kind of right there. Um, at that time I released his right shoulder 

and_pulling on him. Um, I could feel my gun rack back just getting ready to 

come out of the, uh, holster when I noticed the barrel directly in front of my left eye. 
So at that time, I don’t know, what hand I slapped it with or what but since I was still 
behind him, I went for a slap and duck using his back as a shield figuring I’m safer 
behind him than trying to step out away. So I slapped and ducked, round went off 
again. I felt a warm breeze on my face. I still hadn’t realized I'd been hit. I'm like, 
okay, you’re not hit but you’ve got to get off this guy and that’s when I felt the warm 
rush of blood come down my face. Um, and when I felt the blood, I knew it was 
blood. Uh, I knew I had to get out of there. But, I knew I had to, he just had such 
a drop on me, I had to get to my gun ‘cause if I was gonna have a fair shot. So, at 
that time I was like pushing as hard as you can and go for your gun. So I shoved 
him. When I went to grab my gun, my arm didn’t work. It was, I couldn’t get it to 
move. Um, so I said, “oh shit” threw my left arm up over my head and I ducked. I, 
I made like a 180 degree turn to my left to peel off of him ‘cause I knew the bus 
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bench was still to my right so l peeled to my left. Urn, when I couldn't get my gun 
out, I just kept peeling. I covered my head, ducked and I figured if he shoots, he’s 
gonna shoot me in the back, I have a vest on, I’ll be okay. I just got to get out of the 
area. I knew the bus bench went on an angle. I knew the bus bench was the, the 
covering for the bus bench was metal. So I figured get behind that. If he’s shooting 
at you from a distance, that's some sort of cover. A bullet can possibly hit that, 
whatever the case is, so I ran for that. As I ran around the post of the bus stop, I, 
uh, I remember hollering. I then started hearing the shots behind me. At first I 
thought he was firing at me, uh, I wasn’t being hit. And, and I kind of stopped 
running, I thought, I got to engage him. So I kept working to get my gun out. Urn, 
I believe I partially had my gun partially out and I spun back around. And when I 
spun around, I had my, my left hand up in the air to, to block in case anybody was 
coming. I didn’t know if he was gonna be chasing me from behind or whatever. So 
I threw my hand up and when I did, all the blood had rushed to my eye from ducking 
my head. And everything was a blur. And, uh, I didn't see the black shirt anymore. 
Urn, or him. And I noticed a patrol vehicle facing the bus stop. So kind of at that 
time it was like, okay, I’m safe. And just put my gun away and at that time I turned 
around and Officer Lavin was running up on me. Urn, I got on the radio. I believe 
I was trying to say that he had a gun, he had a gun, that I'd been shot. I remember 
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getting on the radio and I remember when I started talking, the left side of my face 
was paralyzed. And my mouth wasn’t working. Only the right side of my mouth was 
working. Then I, I thought this is bad, you’ve been hit bad. Urn, but stay calm, let 
'em know you need help. Let everybody know you need help. Just stay calm. So 
that’s when I kept staying on the radio trying to get my call sign out that I had been 

hit and I needed medical. Um, Officer Lavin_running up past me. Urn, she 

came back to me and I told her I had been hit. And then I remember standing in 
Maryland Parkway facing west getting on the radio trying to call that I, I still needed 
medical, I needed medical. And then about that time that’s when Officer Lavin 
grabbed me and took me over by the patrol car. Um, kept telling me to sit down. 

I said, “No, I don’t want to sit down. I’ll be okay. I'm gonna be okay. I don’t want 
to sit down.” Um, leaned up against the car. Excuse me. My arm started coming 
back about that time. Um, but my face was still numb. I still couldn’t talk right. I 
kept trying to get everybody’s attention ‘cause I wanted them to have the description 
of this guy. I was — They’re, everybody kept telling me to relax. I said, “I will 
relax but this is his description. He's a black male, wavy hair, a little duck tail, 
glasses, black shirt and grey sweats. He’s carrying a fanny pack.” And I believe he 
had some sort of fanny pack on him. Um, looked to be hanging off to his side. So 
I kept, I remembered still trying to give everybody a description of this guy. Um, 
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Officer Lavin kept asking me to sit down. I kept refusing to sit down. I just leaned 
on the hood of the car and, uh, she kept begging me to sit down saying, ‘‘Please, 
if you fall down, l won’t be able to hold you up. You’re too big.” So, uh, they went 
to take my gun belt off. I remember taking my keepers off. I told ‘em I had. I took 
the keepers off. I unclipped my radio and took my gun belt off. And I don’t know 
if I threw it on the hood, on the street or what. I remember peeling that off. They 
kept asking me to sit down. So I finally sat down on the driver’s seat. They, they 
were trying to get my shirt off and I told 'em I got it. So I peeled my shirt off and 
they went to put it on — I threw it on the floor of the car and at that time, they 
went to grab it to put it on my head. I said, “Hang on a minute.” And 1 peeled my 
vest off and threw that on the ground. Urn, that’s when Officer Lavin, I guess, took 
my shirt and wrapped it around my head, was holding onto my head. Just telling me 
I was gonna be okay. And I remember everybody coming up and telling me, “You’re 
gonna be good.” And that’s when FD got there. 

Q: When Officer Baker arrived who was the patrol vehicle that parked in front of the 

bus stop, do you remember him? 

A: I had no clue. I did not know Officer Baker had arrived until after I had, you know, 

next morning in the hospital that it was him. I had no clue. I just knew, when I spun 
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back to, back around to engage, thinking this guy's possibly coming for me, I seen 
a patrol vehicle. I didn’t know who was there. I didn't even know who was there. 

Q: The subsequent, the subsequent shots that followed the two that were when you 

were struggling with him, do you know who those were fired at or anything? 

A: No, I didn’t, I didn’t see the shots. Like I said, I heard the shots. I didn't know, I 

didn't know, I believed at the time he was firing at me. Not knowing that there was 
a patrol vehicle that arrived on scene. So I believed while I was running off, the 
reason I kept ducking was I was being shot at. 

Q: During your struggle with him, you did say you saw a handgun come out and 

possibly a revolver, right? 

A: Correct. 

Q: Okay. At any time during this, did you see any other handguns or anything like 

that? 

A: No. Just the one. 

Q: Just the one. 

KH: Just to clarify, when he first pulled the gun out, his back was to you? 

A: I was on his back. 

KH; You were on his back? 

A: Correct. 
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KH: When the first shot was fired, do you recall where that might have, what it might 
have struck? Did it — 

A: No, I just knew I hadn’t been hit. 

KH: Okay. And how many — 

A: We both had, we, when the first shot went off, both of our hands were on the gun 

at that time. 

KH: Okay. How many shots do you think were fired there at the bus stop? 

A: Three. 

KH: Three. 

A: Three when I was engaged with him. As I ran off, I remember hearing two more. 

KH: Okay. Do you know at what point he gets shot in the arm? 

A: No, I don’t. 

KH: Okay. 

A: I'm believing it could have possibly been the first shot. I don’t know for sure. 

KH: Okay. Now when you first see the gun, you’re on his back and he has the gun in 
his right hand, he’s trying to bring it up over his shoulder? 

A: It was actually low at first. ‘Cause what happened, we kind of fell over each other. 

KH: Uh huh. 

A: He was kind of bent over. I was kind of up on his back. 
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KH: Uh huh. 

A: So, it was actually coming out low. Like across the front of his legs. 

KH: Aiming back at you? 

A: He was, he was, he was just bringing it across like his waist. It hadn't even started 

coming up yet. 

KH: Okay. 

A: So--- 

KH: And that came out his left side — 

A: Yeah, it started coming out underneath. We were, I was — He was, like if his legs 

were straight, he was bent over — 

KH: Uh huh. 

A: So he, his body is like at a 90 degrees. 

KH: Right. 

A: His torso to legs. The gun’s coming out across his chest to the left to come back 

around. You know, and as I see the gun coming out, it’s clearing his left side. 
That's when I reached down and grabbed it. 

KH: Where’d you grab it at? 

A: Right on the, uh, the cylinder by the trigger area. 
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KH: Okay. Did you ever have your hand during these shots, did you ever have your 
fingers inside the trigger guard? 

A: I do not know. 

KH: Okay. 

A: I do not know for sure. 

KH: Do you think you could have pulled the trigger — 

A: Possibly. I don’t know for sure, though. 

KH: You were just trying to — 

A: I was just trying to — 

KH: Keep the gun away? 

A: Correct. 

KH: Okay. So, the first shot as it comes out the left side, the first shot goes off. And 
how soon ‘til the second, third shot? 

A: To me, it seemed like there was a pause. 

KH: Uh huh. 

A: From what I've been told, it was from every, who was there, it was bang, bang, 

bang. But, to me, it seemed like bang (pause) bang, (pause) and then the final 
bang. 
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KH: Did you have your hand on the gun, the, during the three shots? The first three 
shots. 

A: The first two I believe I did. The third one, no. 

KH: Okay. 

A: The third one, before the third shot, I had lost control of the gun ‘cause he was 

moving around so fast. Um, I was trying to regain control but at the same time get 
my gun out. 

KH: Okay. 

A: Um, and like I said, that’s when I noticed, the next thing I know, it’s in my face. 

‘Cause I, 1 knew he was trying to get it higher than where it was going. So, I just 
kept trying to fight it off and I knew I had his right shoulder that I was good like that. 

I knew I, I also knew I had to get off of him to engage him. But, I knew holding, 
pulling on the right side was keeping the gun further away from me. Um, ‘cause the 
thought process going through my head was, “okay, Brian, he's already got a jump 
on you. His gun’s already out. You need to get back.” And at the same time 
thinking that I knew if I pushed off without having my gun out, I, I knew I was gonna 
take a shot. And I, I thought to myself, you’re gonna take one to the head when you 
push off of him. So you need to have your gun out. And so I thought to have any 
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chance to defend myself, I needed to have my gun out prior to pushing off of him. 
'Cause we were gonna be in such close quarters. 

KH: Okay. Now, was he, were you on his back for the three shots? 

A: Yes. 

KH: Okay. So--- 

A: And I kind of, I believe I was kind of falling off to his left ‘cause as we slid down the 

bus bench, I believe where the little opening between the bench and the, the wall 
of the bus stop, I believe he kind of fell in there and that’s, was able to get him to 
turn a little bit more on me. Where I was, my legs were up against the bench and 
l had nowhere else to go. 

KH: Okay. And as far, I mean, just your opinion, or your guesstimate, the first shot might 
have hit him? 

A: Correct. 

KH: The second shot, you think, might have hit your chest? 

A: That's, that’s the one I believe hit me in the chest. 

KH: And then the third shot--- 
A: Hit me in the head. 

KH: And that third shot, you didn’t have your hand on the gun? 
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A: No. I lost control of the gun at that time. When I seen it. I was reaching down for 

it to find it again and that's when I noticed it was already up to my face. 

KH: And how long do you think this whole altercation, how much time do you think there 
was from, from the time he pulls the — 

A: From the time he pulled the gun? 

KH: Well, from the time that you engage him and you have your hands on him? 

A: Um, probably 30 seconds. 

KH: Okay. 

A: You know, it’s, when the shots are firing, it seemed like an eternity but I’m guessing 

it was about 30 seconds from the time I put my hands on him to the time all three 
shots rang out. 

KH: Okay. 

A: Like I said, my biggest concern was that I had a bus bench filled with people. 

KH: Uh huh. 

A: So - - - 

Q: At, at any time whatsoever you, your gun never came out of the holster? 

A: No. Like I said right before I got hit in the head, I, I know it was racked, I was 

bringing it out of the holster. I mean I could hear the snaps unclick on my holster. 
I could hear the racking in the holster. And I knew I had my hand on it and I was 
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cranking that thing out. ‘Cause I had the picture in my mind once you get it out, 
bring it straight across right up to his back and fire. That was my thought process. 

KH: Uh huh. 

A: Just be honest with you, my only thought was you need to be close to him, we’re 

in a crowd, the only thing you’ve got is his back, get it out, bring it across, put it to 
his back and fire. And I, I, I know for sure I had it cranked back in the holster. It 
was just getting ready to come out when I spotted that barrel and I ducked. 

Q: During your confrontation with him, uh, aside from your commands to him, was he 

saying anything to you? 

A: Other than what I told you prior, the one time sitting down when he said, “what’s up," 

and when he stood up, he said “what’s up?” Other than that, that was it. The only 
other thing, he did have an agitated look in his face and I, you know, I believe I was 
gonna have some sort of fight on my hands with him. Uh, possibly. You know, I 
was trying to — I kept calling him “sir" and things like that. I could see he was a 
little edgy but I kept trying to call him “sir” to kind of calm him down just to get him 
to kind of do what I — 

Q: There was basically no dialogue between — 

A: No, none whatso — He would not say anything. 
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KH: The, um, I'm sorry, I have, just to clarify a couple things, um, do you remember 
when you approached him, did he set that white plastic bag down? 

A: I believe he dropped down to his feet. 

KH: Did he say anything? 

A: No. 

KH: When he put it, when he put it down? 

A: I didn't hear anything. If he was talking to the other people on the bus bench, I don't 

know. 

KH: Okay. 

A: I, he, like I say, when I drove up, he appeared to be talking to a female in front of 

him.

As he approached the suspect, he also was 
fired upon by the suspect, narrowly missing the officer and shooting out a patrol car 
window. An examination of the officer’s uniform indicated that a bullet shredded the 
officer’s uniform shirt at the shoulder, incffes avyay frbm the officer's heck and head. 

The suspect[fiedc>n fpot'ifro 4 Ti;tRevareia|.andfran;t 0 ,aneighboringapartmen^ at 5020 
S. Maryland'Paxkway. There, he forced his way into the apartment, Sand held two 
adult males against-their~wil!r After approximately one hour, the men were able to 
escape from their apartment, and told police about the suspect. They told police 
that the suspect had two handguns, and, was .bleeding profusely from the upper

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SWAT team and Crisis Negotiators were^called in to assist. The suspect refused 
to surrender to the police, creating a stand-off. 


Crisis Negotiators attempted to talk the suspect into surrendering peacefully, to no 
avail. The negotiators reported that the suspect was highly agitated, highly 
irrational, and incoherent. 


The suspect was contacting local television stations, demanding that he speak to 
rapper Snoop Doggy Dog, to whom he claimed he was related. Negotiators spoke 
to Snoop Doggy Dog, confirmed that the two were in fact related, and the rapper 
agreed to help police in their efforts to resolve the situation peacefully. 





Despite the best efforts of police negotiators and Snoop Doggy Dog, the suspect 
continued his illogical, irrational, incoherent behavior. 


SWAT officers inserted pepper gas in an effort to convince the suspect to 
surrender, without success. As officers entered the apartment to take him into 
custody, the officers could see that the suspect was firing at them from behind the 
wall. 


At approximately, 10:40 am on August 13, SWAT officers were able to proceed to 
a bathroom, where theyiojjnd the suspect, deceased.^. 


An autopsy will be conducted to determine the cause and manner of death. Two 
firearms were recovered near the body: a revolver and a semi-automatic machine 
pistol with a high capacity magazine. Ernply shell casings,were also recovered.

Suspect stated that 
he was involved in an incident at Snoop Dog’s house at a barbeque and that a stabbing had 
taken place and the police wanted to talk to him about what happened at the barbeque. 
Subject calmer. When complimented on his calming down, he stated to Sgt. Jenkins , 
“Should have been a preacher.” Germaine asked Sgt. Jenkins what the status is of the 
officers.

Germaine stated again that he 
needed to talk to Snoop Dog. Conversation stating: will tell me he has my power of 
attorney. Hired me to talk with record company, Dog House Records. So kids can be 
taken care of with money. Subject suddenly becomes extremely agitated, hollering, 
yelling and very’ excited. "What done with advance money. Talk with CEO (Snoop Dog). 
Tie up loose ends. Take care of my family.”

SYNOPSIS OF EVENT 

On 08-12-02 at approximately 1126 hrs., a subject later identified as Germaine Ernest Fuller had 
an altercation with uniform police officers. Uniform officers came into contact with the 
individual at the bus bench located in front of 5024 S. Maryland Parkway. An altercation ensued 
in which one officer was shot in the head and chest and another grazed in the shoulder area. The 
individual also shot himself in his arm and fled the area. 

The individual was ultimately found at 5020 S. Maryland Parkway, apt. 2. Germaine Fuller broke 
into an apartment and the occupant managed to escape. Suspect Germaine Fuller barricaded 
himself and an extended stand off with the Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department started. 
Some contact was made by phone with the suspect prior to the arrival of the Crisis Negotiator 
Team by unknown police officers. 
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Crisis Negotiator Team members were requested at 0115 hrs.. responded, and negotiation by 
Crisis Team members began at 0218 hrs. Negotiations continued for three hours with the 
individual ultimately hanging up and no conversation was had with the suspect after this time. 


Attempts were made continuing through 0715 hrs. to contact the subject with negative results. 

SWAT Tactics were used beginning at 0441 hrs. The individual could be heard in the bathroom 
with running water probably to defeat the gas that was put into the apartment. The water was shut 
off at 0509 hrs. SWAT was able to advise that the bedroom door was heavily barricaded and they 
could hear two shots coming from the bathroom area. 0725 hrs through 0738 hrs. shooting was 
heard emanating from the bathroom. SWAT did in fact breach the bathroom with gas and with 
the use of a pole cam at 1023 hrs.. they were able to determine that the suspect appeared to be 
unmoving in the bathroom. The suspect appeared to be lying on the floor with a towel or pillow 
covering his lower bodv. 1035 hrs. breaching the door, the bodv w r as found to be Ivina aaainst the 
tub and appeared to be dead. The doctor pronounced the subject dead at 1041. 


The Crisis Negotiation Team was disbanded at 1100 hrs.

a district attorney or the Attorney General not to prosecute the subject, 
indictments, informations or other formal criminal charges and dispositions of 
charges....” NRS 179A.070(1).

Law Enforcement Privilege 


The record(s) you seek are law enforcement records. 


In Donrey v. Bradshaw, 106 Nev. 630, 798 P.2d 144, fn. 4 (1990), the 
Nevada Supreme Court referred to Exemption 7 of the federal Freedom of 
Information Act and recognized that law enforcement files are confidential when 
pertaining to a “pending or anticipated criminal proceeding,” if there are 
“confidential sources or investigative techniques to protect,” if there is a danger 
of “denying someone a fair trial,” or if there is “potential jeopardy to law 
enforcement personnel.” 106 Nev. at 636, 798 P.2d at 148. Exemption 7 is 
codified at 5 USC § 552(b)(7). Subparts (A)-(F) make law enforcement records 
confidential if disclosure “could reasonably be expected to interfere with 
enforcement proceedings,” “would deprive a person of a fair trial,” “could 
reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy,” “could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential 
source,” “would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement,” or 
“could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual.” See also Att. Gen. Op. 83-3 (recognizing the “legitimate public policy 
interests in maintaining confidentiality of criminal investigation records and 
criminal reports”). 


Here, the record(s) you seek are law enforcement records. LVMPD’s 
interest in nondisclosure clearly outweighs the public’s interest in access. Thus, 
they are confidential and must be withheld or redacted.
